There are few men, if any, 
who are calculated to help the British 
expeditionary force more than Slatin 
Pasha. He went to the Soudan in hSTti- 
77 aa a traveller, and at the end of the 
hitter year was appointed Inajiector-den- 
neral of the forces hy C!en. Gordon, an 
old frieiul of his. Later ho was apjioiutud 
Governor of Western Darfuiir h\' the 
then JChedive, Tewfik I'asha, and "while 
oceujiyiii" that jiosition fought twenty- .• . 
seven battles against the ilalulista uiid ! "'^Piret' utterance, 
lost the greater part of his trejops and al- 
most all his animunilion. lie was cut 
oil" from communication with I'Ch;trtoniii 
and was eventually forced to surrender. 
In one battle lie went out against the 
forces of the Mahdi witli 10,000 men, and 
beinR suddenly attacked, in less than 
half an hour had only 900 left.

VANCOUVER. 

Vaxcouvek, March 17. — E. A. Chart- 
eria has written to tliu council uHkingfor 
ft bomiH of $100,000 to coiiHtruct ;i pon- 
toon dock in the city. .^Ir. Cliartci-ls 
■will be written to by the clerk savin}; 
tliat the city are not ollerin;; bonuses for 
any projected .schemes. 

A citi/.en named Woodward coinnlains 
to the council that the dru;;t;isla of the 
city are condiiniiij; to keep up prices to 
the painful detriment of poor, suH'ering 
liunianity. Mr. Woodward was in- 
forniod liiat the council could do nothing 
for him. 

A committee has been appointed to 
interview the Consolidated Light and 
Tram Company to ascertain exactly 
what they would do in reference to their 
offer to clear ten acres in Stanley Park 
for recreation purposes, and to fix up the 
beach for battling gratis. The company 
have offered to equip a flist-cluaa water- 
ing place for the citizens, without cost, 
for the sake of increasing their business 
by makiu!; tlieir tram terminus at- 
tractive. 

Two runaway accidents occurred yea- 
terdiiy. George Cassidy had his leg 
broken by Ijoiiig thrown from his buggy, 
and Dr. Wood vras seriou.sly cut aliout 
the lieud and body by falling from hi.s 
rig in attempting to sto[) his runaway 
liorse. 

The Vancouver board of trade are ask- 
ing the IJominiun government to estab- 
lish numerous hatcheries in British Col- 
umbia, and will request the other pro- 
vincial boards of tradi! to join them in 
memonali/.ing the government. Several 
pronunent cannera spoke to the resolu- 
tion, and stated that the general im- 
pression existed that tiie recent big run 
was due to the present British Colum- 
bia hatchery operations. 

At the regular meeting of the board of 
trade yesterday tlie following motion 
■was adopted : 

" Itesolved that this meeting approves 
of the action ot the goveriinieiit in its 
refua.'vl to entertain the i>ropoHals made 
by the promoters of the British Pacilie 
railway, the same being in the opinion 
of this meeting not in accordance with 
business principles and if ratified would 
assuredly residt in linancial embarass- 
ment to the province and prove to be 
detrimental to its best interests. Fur- 
ther this meeting is of the opinion that, 
whilst approving of the principleof open- 
ing up tliocouijtry and thereby aid in the 
developing of its latent resources, the 
period has not yet arrived for the con- 
struction of another transcontinental 
line of railway, which even if built, 
must result in great loss to those at- 
tempting to operate it, and that the 
government must be respectfully me- 
mcirialized finally to decline any finan- 
cial aid to the aforesaid railway, this 
board being of the opinion that the 
province, having granted a liberal land 
subsidy, has done enough; that further 
tlie thanks of this meeting be tendered 
to Premier Turner and his cabinet for 
the firm stand taken by them in the in- 
terests of the country." 

The following resolution was adopted 
by the city council: That this council 
heartily approves the action of the pro- 
vincial government in refusing a grant 
of $6,000,000 in bonds in aid of the 
British Pacific railway, as involving the 
imposition of an insupportable burden 
on the finances of an already heavily in- 
debted province, and as likely to lead at 
a later date to further demanda of mone- 
tary aid towards i)rc)posals that are alike 
immature and premature. 

A copy of this resolution wag ordered 
to be forwarded to the Preuner.

The Premier Declares That Hostili- 
ties in Africa Mnst Be 
Continued. 

UntlmaiasticDeinonstration in Honor 
of Released Socialists— Premier 
Rudiui Clieered. 



EoME, March 17. — ^In the chamber of 
deputies to-day Premier Rudlni said 
that after the battle of Adowa, General 
Baldisseia had been instructed to treat 
for peace on the beat terina possible, but 
the government was now convinced that 
it would bo preferable to establish the 
state of things agreeing with Italy's in- 
terests. In the meantime hostilities 
must continue. .Italy did not wish to 
conquer the Tigri district and did not 
desire a protectorate over Abyssinia. 
He asked for a credit of 140,000,000 lire 
for the African campaign, which was 
granted, and in conclusion, said : *' Let 
us fojlow the same precedent course! in 
our foreign policy which has heretofore 
secured us friends and alliances. (Clicors 
aud cries of dissent.) 

The s|)e('cli of tlio IMMrriuis was cordi- 
ally received by the depiilies, and lie re- 
ceived an ovation when lie referred Lo 
the lieroisui of the Itiiliau troops. Con- 
trary to the general ex])e(,'tation there 
was nu vei-y great demonstration when 
the soeialisl (le|)uties entered the house. 
Tlie crowds outside and iii.sido theehaiu- 
ber wore so taken up with the excite- 
ment caused by the aniioiiticenu-ut thai j 
the war would lie prosecuted, and hy I hi^ 
enthuaiasiii aroused by the tribute [jaid 
by the new premier tu tlie Italian army, 
that nobody seemed to have time to 
make a demonstration from a socialist 
standpoint. The senate adopted the re- 
solution thanking the British parliamiint 
for its ex,pressioii of sympathy with Italy 
and )ier soldiers, as expressed in the 
House of Commous yesterday by the 
under .secretary of state for foreign 
aihurK, Mr. (.ieo. N. Curzoii. 

The .Socialists of tlie city turned out in 
force to-i'.ay to vi'elcoiiie hack to Kume 
and liberty the leader of their party, 
Guiseppe de Felice, formerly member of 
the chamher of dejiuties, who, early in 
the year 1S94, was arrested on a charge 
of planning with the exiled anarchists 
Cypriote and Signor OasiUi, anotlu-r 
deputy, a revolution wliich bail for its 
ultimate aim the overthrow of the inon- 
areby. They succeeded in causing a ser- 
ious uprising in Sicily and other parts of 
Italy, resulting in considerable blood- 
shed and destruction of much property, 
but the outbreaks were eventually suj)- 
preased by the government by a disj)lay 
of overwhelming forces of troops in all 
the di.sturhed districts. Do Fcliee and 
about forty of hi;; cuiiipanions were tried 
and sentenced to various terms of ini- 
lirisoiiment. 

While ill prison several of them were 
re-elected members of tlie chamber of 
deputies, and among the former were 
De Felice, Barbato and Bosco. On .July 
18 last the chamber of deiiuties annulled 
the elections on the ground that the men 
elected were convicts. The Socialists, 
liowever, denied this on the ground that 
the prisoners were sentenced liy a mili- 
tary tribunal, and claiiued that their 
oflences were purely political, and in 
consequence it isexpected DeFel ice. £o3co 
and Barbato will appear in the chamber 
of deputies to-day, wlien the new cabinet 
makes its first appearance. Although 
their elections were annulled, it is 
claimed that they can under the law 
take their seats at least iinlil an aiiietid- 
inent is reported unseating ttiein. The 
Socialists hojie to succeed in retaininj.' 
their seats. They add that they are de- 
termined to sit ne.xt to Signor Crispi, 
who brought about the prosecution, and 
who was mainly instrumental incausinL; 
the suppression of the outbreaks which 
were to a great degree caused hy the 
fiery speeches of De Felice, Barbato and 
Bosco, the recognized leaders of the 
revolutionary movement. 

When the Socialist leaders reached the 
railroad station they found about 5,000 
of tLeir followers and admirers assem- 
bled about the depot, with a band and 
half wild with enthusiasm, determined 
to show Ihiit Signor Urispi was in truth 
overthrown. Here and there a black or 
red flag iluttered in the air, dcapite the 
order of the police and loud erics of 
" Long Live Kuiiiiii," " Down with 
Crispi," rc'se every now and then, and 
was taken U)) iiy the throngs which Idled 
the streets in the anticipation of wit- 
nessing the Socialist demonstration. 
Jhit this was |ieace coinparalively speak- 
ing, to the mars of cheering for Sijcial- 
isni, lor De I'clice, tor liudini, and 
against Crispi, which swept (i\'('r tlie 
multitude as the Socialist leaders left 
the depot and entereil a carriage iu 
waiting for them. The three leaders 
were compelled to stand on the .seats 
of the vehicle, bareheaded and bowing 
for several minutes before they coulfl he 
heard.

MAS iron A's Mixonrrv. 

We liave been liearin;; a ^;ood deal 
since tlie j;eneral election in INlanitobaof 
tbe sinallness of the minority in that 
province. The school question was the 
only general issue in the contest. It is 
fair then to presume tliat tlio minority 
of tlie electors, whether that minority is 
larije or small, is in favor of some com- 
promise on the school (jiiestion. This 
we know is denied. But if the election 
had been ran on any other issue, say, a 
railway, would it not be considered per- 
fectly fair to conclude that the electors 
in general voted railway or no railway. 
If the railway crried the day would it 
not be fair to presiiiiie that the minority 
were oppo.sed to the construt^tioii of the 
railway. They would he so siiuken 
of and written about. They 
would be called the reactionists, 
the mossbacka and goodness knows 
what besides. And the railway advo- 
cates would boast of their majority 
the Legislature and in the country, and 
they would be perfectly justified in so 
doing. Is it not just as fair to claim 
that all who voted against the Govern- 
ment of Manitoba at the late election 
disapproved of the course which the 
•Government had pursued on the school 
■question? It was to find out whether 
the majority of the electors ajiproved or 
disapproved of what they had done in 
that matter that the (iroenway tiovern- 
ment went to the country, the other day. 
It was returned by a sweeping majority. 
The Greenwayites claim, and rightly, 
that the electors who voted for 
the Cioverniuent candidates ajiproved 
of the course which tlie Government 
had i)ursued. Is it not just as 
right and fair to claim that all who voted 
auaiiist the Government candidates dis- 
approved of the Government's cotirse on 
the school question? It certainly is. 
Now let as see how sweeping the Gov- 
-ernment's majority was and what itc-oii- 
■sisted of. The following ])ariigia|iliH from 
a recent number of the Ottawa Citizen 
gives us the information we desire. Here 
it is : 

Much lias lieen said about the sweep- 
ing victory of Mr. Greenway at the last 
election. "itluiH been (U'i-I:ir,->(1 thai t he 
result of the coiilebt ^liowcil thai, he hail 
beliiiid him the solid streii!,'th of tlie 
eleclmale. The rcvi-rse is l he r:iHc. 
Col. .Viiiycit ]).)iiitcil out, •'(.)! a tolal of 
'J.'),.")!)? votes, ^riviiiL' thill y-tw.i trovi ni- 
meiit BUi-ipoilers, llie <z<)\'eiiniii'nt sup- 
porters have receiveii II,17S voles, 
whereas the Conservative caiuliilates re- 
ceived 10,710 votes, the Patrons 2, (ISO 
votes, and the Independents received i»3t) 
votes. 

It is evident tliat, even with the help 
of a manipulated voter's lists and other 
•'human devices" the Greenway gov- 
ernment did not receive one-half the 
votes polled at the Inst election. It, 
therefore, does not represent public 
o])inion in iVIanitoba; and if, the threat 
mentioned above is to be taken seriously, 
it will, we believe, represent it still less. 

Here we have the Manitoba's true 
majority which noithei' gerrymander nor 
cooked electoral lists can materially 
alter. ()n the clear school issue 11.178 
voted straight for the Government and 
10,719 voted straight for the Opposition. 
That is, the dill'erence between the 
Straight votes polled for the Government 
and the votes polled against it was only 
469. Here then, if Col. Amyot'a figures 
are correct, is the Ciovernment of Mani- 
toba's true majority on the school ([ues- 
tion, -15!) votes. This is surely not a 
great deal to brag about. Giving the 
Government all the votes that were 
polled for the Patrons and the Independ- 
ents which is no doubt much more than 
ifc has a right to the Government major- 
ity was 4,069 votes which was cer- 
tainly not a very sweeping majority. 

It must not he suiijjOHed that it is only 
the Roman Catholics of Manitoba who 
disapprove of the course which the Gov- 



Kni^land has, it seems, commenced 
another little war. That war, now we 
think of it, may not prove so very little. 
The followers of the Mahdi ate by no 
means to be despised as fighters. They 
showed in a former war that they do not 
know what fear is, and that all that was 
needed to make them a very formidable 
enemy was discipline and better weap- 
ons. They fought like tigers, and their 
peculiar mode of fighting was very 
ell'eclive. The Egyptian soMiera were 
no match for them, and even British 
troops found it no easy matter to cope 
with them. From indications, too, we 
think it is by no means unlikely that 
the Arabs may have the assistance of at 
least one I'^irojiean jiowor. Under any 
cireumstance.s tiie canipaigu in Soudan 
will not be a picnic for the British forces 
and tlieir allies. 

The information relative to the cause 
of the war is so meagre tliat it is really 
impossible to form an intelligent opinion 
regarding it. Very tew can say at this 
nioiiieiit whether the war is a just and 
necessary one oi whether it could and 
ought to be avoided. It is known that 
the army of the Mahdi is a constant 
menace to the southern parts of Egypt. 
There is no telling when the country 
may be invaded by a formidable force, 
which might do a great deal of mischief 
before it could be cliecUed. It appears 
that the .Arabs li.ive been prejiaring for 
war, and that they have a strong force in 
the field. The victory which the Abys- 
sians won over tbe Italians will no doubt 
encourage the warlike tribes of the Sou- 
dan to try conclusions with the army of 
Egypt. They have had a long rest and 
ample time for jiroparation, and it is 
more than likely that they will rejoice 
when they hear that an army is moving 
southwards to attack them. 

France always regarded with jealousy 
and dislike the occupation of Egypt by 
the British. It is just possible that the 
British would feel stronger and safer in 
Kgypt if tiie strong i)laces of Soudan 
were in their possession, and the army 
of the Mahdi beaten and dispersed. It 
is evident that Great Britain has some 
very strong motive to commence hostili- 
ties just now, and tbe complications of 
the European situation are such that 
the great tnajority of even well-informed 
people can only guess what that motive 
is. Great Britain, it is said, has not a 
single friend among the nations of the 
world. It is also said tluit she realizes 
this UDpleasant state of things. If she 
does her entering into an apparently 
unprovoked contest in Soudan seems a 
singular course for an unfriended nation 
to take. 



Presidenli is for the moment in the as- 
cendant„but it is not to be supposed 
that Cecil Ehodes, out of ofBce and un- 
der a cloud, so to speak, is beaten. A 
few days after the cri.-iis in the Trans- 
vaal Mr. Uliodes, we are told, declared 
to his Kimbeily frieiuLs tliat so far from 
his politii;al career having been terniin- 
ated, he regarded it as only beginning. 
And it is more than probable that he 
was right, Men of the South African 
statesman's mettle are not easily killed. 
Keverses have very little effect upon 
them. The probability is that the day 
is not very far distant when he will ex- 
tricate Jiimselt from the diflSculties 
which now embarrass him, and resume 
his public career with greater eclat than 
ever.

CECIL RHODES. 



One of the chief history-makers and 
empire-builders of our time is Cecil 
Rhodes. This great man has devoted 
j his life to the extension and the 
strengthening of the British Empire. 
He is a statesman of high aims and 
large ideas. He has worked hard and 
successfully for the accpiisition of new 
territory in South Africa, and for the 
union and development of the resounx'S 
of those parts of it already under the 
rule of Great Britain. His object is, in 
the first place, to unite the tiueen's 
dominions in South Africa, and in the 
second place, to bring about a closer 
union between Great Britain and her 
colonic^. He was |iremier of Cajie 
t!oliiiiy for live years, and under 
his adiiiiniritration the coloiiv prospered 
as it had never before jirospered. He 
put life into the Government, and by his 
example Infused energy into the South 
.\fri-ans. In an article Oil "Cecil 
Klioili'S, Colonist anil imperialist," in 
the March iiiiniber of the Contempiirary 
llevicw " .Nfrikauder," says: 

We have shown that the jiriiiciplc and 
tendency of Mr. Hlmdes' public action 
in South Africa have been to obliterate 
race distinctions, and to draw the Uulrh 
and Ib'itish elements closer toirel her. 
President Kruger and his (.ioveriiiucnt 
may, on the contrary, be regarded as the 
main factors which have made for the 
periietiuition and embitterment of the 
difliculties existing between them. 
Mr. Bhodes has striven strenuously for 
a unity of sentiment and intore&t 
for a federal union which Sir George 
Grey and Sir Bartle Frere (with tin; 
same object ill view) were unsuccessful 
in accomplishint;. President Kruger, it 
is generally tliouulil, has been the chief 
obstacle to the success of that iiolicy. 
Had President Kruger respoiideil to the 
friendly overtures which have ('onslaiitly 
been made to him h^ tlie Cape Govern- 
ment under the instruction of Mr. 
Rhodes, and had ho chosen to conciliate 
the Uitlanders, many of the most promi- 
nent of whom were of Cape birth like 
himself, the recent iinliaiipy disturb- 
ancea would not have arisen. It seems 
that he has preferred to follow the course 
suggested to him by a Hollander cliipie, 
animated hy 110 real regard for the wel- 
fare of SouLli .\frica, but bent on serving 
their own personal oiids. Mr. Rhodes 
ami President ICruger may he looked 
ujion as the reiircsentatives of two an- 
tagonistic policies; and the iiolicv iden- 
tilled with the name of Mr. "Rhodes was 
undoubtedly the only true statesmanlike 
Soutli African policy.

S«cbiia Session of Uie Seventh Parliament.' 

THIRTY-SECOXD DAY. 

Tuesday, Murcli 17, 189G. 

The Speaker took tlio cluiir at 2 p.m. 

Mh. Skmlin", bL-for« tlio orders of the 
day wore L-iil led, iiKiuirud if the govern- 
ment intend to briiin in much new busi- 
iiesg. He saw on the order paper notice 
of a bill to amend the licenftes act, and 
iu the speech from the throne an aut re- 
Bpecting dairying and otiier meaaurea 
not yet before tiic house were promised. 

Hon. Mil. TmtNKR replied that the li- 
cense bill, to make a very slight amend- 
ment to the act, will be brought in to- 
morrow probably; the dairying bill, to 
give efifect to the recommendations of 
the coLuuiittee on the subject, in no\\ 
under oonaideration. Virtually the 
whole of the government buainess for 
this Beasioi! wilt be in Lhia week. 

Mil. CoTTo.v — Then we can get through 
by Eaatar? 

Hon. Mil. Turner — Yes, by Easter, 
probably. 

Bita. wiLLtAMs — Provided we don't op- 
pose anything. 

HoK. Mb. TiTRSKB— "Well, there is 
nothing you can oppose. 

THE KDUCATION ACT. 

IIoN^. Coi,. Baki:h moved a section to 
replace the present section -10 of the act, 
and in substitution for chiuse 5 of the 
bill; hia amendment, he explained, be- 
ing merely a verbal one iii connection 
with the provision inserte<l at the in- 
stance of Mr. Kitchen allowing the elec- 
tion of women as trustees in rural dis- 
tricts. This section was adopted, as 
follows : 

Any person, being a British subject ul' 
the full age oi twenty-one years, who ia a 
resident Tiouseholdcr or a resiil,eiit fn e- 
holder in a .sclioul district, and whu in 
olhcru ise (|ualilii'(l hy tlii.s iicl lo voti' at an 
cluctinii of srhdol ti'uki'fs in t hi.' siiid .<i-hi ii il 
district, and the wil'i' cif sncli lionsclioldrr 
or I'reclioliU-r, sliall ho cli.ijililr to he clcclc'd 
or to .serve as a srliDiil trusteu; pruvided al- 
ways that tlio witVi iit'an acting si'lniiil trus- 
tee .shall not 1)1' eligilih' lor elcctimi. 

Dii. \V.m,ici-;m moved a section in .sub- 
stitution for section l of the act to 
ameiul tlie " i^ul)lic .scliool act, 1891, and 
amending acts," explaining that it was 
to extend to the cities tlio provision 
already adopted with respect to rural 
districts, that school truateoa must be 
British siibject.s. The ainendinent was 
adopted as follow s : 

In every t-chool di.strict, any person ho- 
iug a householder in tlic school <listrict, 
and being a Briti.sh subject of the full age 
of twenty-one years, anciotherwise nualitied 
by this act to vote at an election ot school 
trustees in the said .scliocil district, shall he 
eligible to bo elected or to serve as a school 
trustee in a school district, 

Mb. Helmcken moved to add the fol- 
lowing new section : 
, The section substituted for section 3S 
of the "Public school act, 1891," by sec- 
tion 9 of the "Public school act nmend- 
inont lU't. is hereby repealed. 

He explained tliat liiia uinendment 
was in uccordani c with the ))raycr of a 
nuuieroiialy signetl iietition from the 
city of Victoria, which by reijiieat ho bad 
presented a alior'; time atro. Its efiect 
would be to take away frotii the boards 
of trustees the jjower they now have of 
imposing a tuition fee fur high school 
attendance. 

Hon. Col. Baker and Mr. Semliii spoke 
against taking this authority out of the 
hands ot the trustees ; and Dr. Walkein 
argued in favor of the proposed amend- 
ment. The motion was then lost on 
division, only six voting for it, as fol- 
lows: Messrs. Bradeii, Forster, Helmc- 
ken, McGregor, Kithet and Walkem. 

SHEKIfPS ACT. 

NFit, EiiERTS moved tlie second reading 
of the bill to amend the shorilFd act, by 
repealing section 39. 

Mu. tlGLMCKSir argued against the 
proposed change. 

Bill read a second time, on division. 

COLOMBIA AND WISTEKN. 

The house again went Into committee 
on the bill to incorporate the Columbia 
& Western railway company (Mr. Kei- 
lie) with Mr. Forster in the chair. 

Mk. Graham moved the following aa 
41 new section : 

''The company shall upon the passage 
of this act, and as a conilitinn precedent 
to its coming into furce, deposit with the 
government of ]}. U. the atiiii of .^75,00(1, 
or furnish a g .od and valid bond in the 
above sum, aatisl'actory to the hieiiten- 
ant-CTOvernor in Council, as a security 
for the due construct ion and operation 
of saitl road from Trail to a point at or 
near Pen tie ton within four years from 
passage of this act. The said company 
may at any lime within one year from 
the passage of this act give notice of its 
intention to surrender its charter, and 
thereupon tlie money (if any) aforesaid 
shall be returned to aaid company, (jr 
tlie said bonds chdivered n|) to lu' can- 
celled. If saiil ci)n)|iaiiy dues nol ;;ive 
Biicli notice na afnrc-aid, niid I'ails tucdn- 
Htiiu:l and opera! !■ sail I inad fruin Trail 
to a jioiiit lU ur near I itirli m , within 
said lunr ycai-B fni'ii ilatr of this art, 
then t he said smn s i i lepi isili' I as afnre- 
Siiid .'■diall iM'-in jiai't of th(^ i-onsi,li,UitiMl 
revinnie ul the |irovince, urlheliond 
eliall 1 le fill ii'iled , an 1 the suin iiayalilr 
thereuiiiler shall form part of the said 
revenue." 

Dr VVulkeni spoke against imposing a 
restriction upon the com|)any as pro- 
posed, and Mr. Kennedy in favor of Mr. 
Urahani's amendment. 

Ilo.v. 3Iii. Maktin favored taking sin h 
stejisas would secure connection hrtwien 
the tinning settlements anil the grain 
growing and liniii' pri idiiri nu' sci-lions of 
( )kaii;i','an and .'s |)ilU' iiiacliceii , hut he 
llionglit lliat a more reasotuilihi security 
might be asked for than the ^T'l.ODd pm- 
posed, 

lilt. Ki;t,i.ii; spoke Htrongly against tlu; 
propo.sed new sccliiui , and he felt that 
the gentleman who liad (•nine into the 
])roviiici! prepared to speiul two or three 
million dollars to builil this road hIiouIiI 
have a better reception. He objectiMl to 
singling out this line of railway for any 
a^cli restrictions as proposed, and he 
felt surprised that a delegation should 
have come down to this house to oppose 
the biU, for he did not think that the 
interests of any one ecetion should be 
placed above those of the province as a 
whole. 

]Mii. liiriii-r could not support the 
rcHolution liefore the eoiiiniittee though 
he desired a railway to Penticton fpiite 
as much as do the gentlemen opposite 
who favor that resolution , Having had 
Bonu; ex])erieiice in this connection he 
fclthccor.ld say with conlidenco that 
nothing is more calculated to discourage 
capital than to aeek to place needlesB 
obstacles in tho way of any enter- 
. prise.' He did not think that 
aiiy man, no matter hoiv rich, would 
care to put up $76,000 without any ad- 
vantage to himself. Befbrd" tlie 'railwiij''

committee the promoters of the bill bad 
said that being not quite satislied aa to 
the practicability of their route they 
would require a year to assure them- 
selves upon that point, and as there is 
no indication that anyone else wants to 
build the road he thought they should 
have at least that time without having 
to put up any security. He had, how- 
ever, his doubts as to whether this road 
will be of such advantage to the const 
cities as suggested in giving them access 
to the miniiiL' district. In the interest 
of tlu^ whole country he felt (lompcdled 
to vote against, the resolutimi now liefore 
the house. He was glad tu observe from 
the leinarks of the Chief Conunisaioiier 
tliat that gentU'inan is not so entirely 
ojiposed to railways as be has been ; and 
from li:e remarks of Mr. Ivellie he felt 
sure that that gentleman ought to be 
found sujiporting any railway projected 
for the development of this great coun- 
try. 

iMit. HuNPiui did not think that any- 
one in this house is opposed to railways, 
the only iliU'oreiice being as to wdio is to 
pay the piner. He thought that in pass- 
ing this bill the house should see that 
the rights of every pait of the coun- 
try along its line are protected. 
It seemed to him, however, that tlie 
guarantee asked is too largo. Ho would 
like to see it reduced to f')0,l100 and the 
period e>ctended to two years during 
which the company could make surveys 
and their financial arrangements ; other- 
wise he could not vote for this new sec 
tion. 

JIu. WiM.iA.MS argued in 3Ui)])ort of 
the resolution. 

Mil. IJoorii thought this was not the 
time to put restrictions upon this com- 
pany; it would be time enough when 
they naked the house for assistance. 

lio.s. Mr. Pooley pointed out that 
the promoters of the bill are asking for 
nothing but permission to build a rail- 
way, by means of wliich they can bring 
material to the amelter which by their 
enterprise has already been erected at 
Trail. While lu? was as muc'h in favor 
of encouraging the agricnllural sections 
as anyone I'au be, he could not agree 
with the objections to this hill, especial 
ly after it had been so fully considerei 
in the mining committee. Then? is 
nothing on the face of the bill to show 
that it is not the intention to complete 
the line to rentioton ; and he felt that if 
the gentlemen from tlio district of Ver- 
non have the doubts which they have 
exjiressed it must be because they feel 
that the line will be so ditiicult to build 
as to be almost impracticable. If such 
is the case, then to require this pro- 
posed deposit of $75,000 would practical- 
ly be penalizing the company to 
that extent, and he for one would not be 
a party to that, or forbid this company 
to do a (,'reat deal of good in the lower 
country because they cannot carry out 
all that they desire to do. 

Mr. Sio.Mi.iN warmly siijiported the 
amendment.

Mr. .\ilanis and Mr. .<niith I'xpresscd 
the opinion that the lionoiable menilier 
wiiiilii hel tcr serve the interests of tlie 
ruiintrv hy wilhdrauiiig his resolution 
altogether. 

After further disctisaion, the amend 
ment and the original resolution by Mr. 
Cirahani were both lost on division of 
12 to 16. 

The house adjourned at 5:45 p.m. •

FOUNDATION OF GOOD SOUPS. 

The Guiicrnl Stock Tot KciirpHnuts tlio 

liest SyHtein— T<i Clarify Stock. 

StGok is tLo fouutlatiou of all gootl 
Boups. The most eooiioniioal system is 
to adopt the general stock pot. Into this 

nuy odd Kcraps of moat, bri.skat, brokeu 
boiies, tlio .shank of a ham, triiniiiingfi 
and buiiCH of gauio and poultry of all 
kiiKlH may bo thrown. In tlii.s way notli- 
ing i,s wasted. Salt meat alono is not 
Rood lor tlu! inirpoiJe. To the general 
stock pot add onions, sliced c!ir"(jl.s, 
tnniips and liorb.H, and seasouinp; r.iicU 
as ppico, salt and popper. Stew all to- 
gotlior for honr.s until of n rich uuii.sist- 
eucy ; thou roniove from the stove and 
lot the stock cool. When cold, tbo fnt 
will have settled ou the top and can bo 
easilj- .seruiied off and set aside for future 
use. IJone.s will cause more fat to rise 
tliaii will moat. 

lioplonish the stock pot con.stanlly. 
Never allow it to be noplocted, for evej! 
if tho contents grow boyoiid your pres- 
ent needs you cau boil tlioin down to a 
g]a;:o, which is always u.seful in the 
kitchen. In making stock yon may aver- 
age tho rates of quantity at, say, t;vo 
pouud.s of moat without bone to two 
quarts of water. The less water the 
richer the stock. Vegetables should not 
bo tlirown into tlio gononil stool: jiot un- 
til tlio ingredients are to bo boiled, or 
thoy aro apt to turn tlio liquor sour. 

Tbo water in whioli mutton has been 
boiled is very useful in innkiug stock, 
and a hint worth romouibering iw never 
throw away tlio water in whi(di either 
rice, macaroni or biirloy is boilod. It is 
thick .and good and makes an excellent 
fouiitlation for soup. In making stock, 
as tlio water boil.s away you can :idd 
more, and when tho liquor i.s poured idV 
by adding yet inoro water yon \vill make 
a fecund stock. 

To cltirify stoclj take tlio whites of a 
couple of ogg.s to ^quarts of stock and 
half a pint of cold water. Break 3 fresb 
eggs, .separate the whites from tho 
yollcs, and whisk tlio former iu a basin 
with half a jiint of cold water for 10 or 
12 minutes. Ponr the mixture into n 
etewpan and add the boiling stock grad- 
ually, wlifciking nil the while. Sot the 
pnu over tho lire, and when tho con- 
tents are near boiling point whisk 
again, draw tho stowpan aside, and lot 
nil settle till the whites of the egg» are 
separated. Strain through a cloth. With 
good stock as a foundation a Tariety of 
sou pa may bo made.

Al the recent liriim lu-actire of H, M. 
.S. Hoyal .Arthur at ('luiiox, a wonderful 
score was made with a six-inch i|ulck 
llring gun by lirst cdaK.s iietty ollicer 
liowd. A canvas tar^ti't about twelve 
feet scpiare, with a huliseyc three Icet in 
diameter was lixed 011 the s-liore and 
buoys were placed to iiuirk the range 
wliicli was some I ,l)(IO yards.

Gresham- 

TonoNTO, March 17. — Eeferring to the 
mnnfirons adverse criticisms by Can- 

adiiiii jonrnals of the United States Gov- 
eriinieiiL's delay in settling the Behring 
Sea claims, uoldwin Smith thus writes: 
" We cannot afford to add an unneces- 
sary <l)-op to the cup of international 
bitterness, or increase in the sliglitesL 
degree danger to wdiieh that bitterness 
is giving rise. The ^dl'.j, 000 award ought 
Lo lie paid hy the .Vuierican Clovurnnient, 
but the sum is not, like the tieneva 
indemnity, payable under the 'award' 
of an international tribunal. If it were, 
the refusal to pay it '-ould be a distinct 
breach of international faith. It was 
the amount named by Mr. Gresham as 
w hat lie deemed satisfactory, and he 
reconunended congress to pay it, but 
congress demurred. 

'While under the cabinet system of 
govermiient the ex(;cntive coiiiinanding 
;i majority in |>arliaiiieiit can pledgi^ the 
.isseiit of the legislature to a diidomatic 
agreoiiuuit, under the lu'esideiitial sys- 
tem it has no such powers. The incoii- 
venieiu i! is extreme in the case of treat- 
whicli after bidiiL' framed wit li the 
jircsident may he thrown out by the 
eiiate. Hut those who negotiato witli 
the United Slates know the con- 
ilitions of the negotiation. 'The 
ground on which congress demurred to 
the ]Kiynient was the nationality of the 
(diiiiiianta and that of some o'f them 
was (Ictitious they being not really 
iiiftdiana but Americans. The require- 
menta of an affidavit of nationality 
might perhaps help to cut the knot. "l 
am inclined, however, to siisiiect that 
party fi:(ding was at the hoLtoiii 01 the 
niiseliief and that Ihe actnatiiig motive 
was not so much unwillingness to jiay 
the nioiuiy as willingness to dill'er froin 
iM r. Ciresliani."
